To Secure Garbage Contract From Council Eight Years 


Ago—The Charge Is Strongly

Miwaukcc, Wis., Aug. 5.—Charles 


F. Pfister, Milwaukee's most widely 
known capitalist, leading politician, 
friend of tUo late Henry C. Payne, 
postmaster general, and political as- 
sociate of Senator J.'C. Spooncr, was 
indicted Friday artcrnoon by the grand 
jury., and was placed under arrest al 
night.. 
He is charged with stealing 


$ 1,4,000 from the Wisconsin Rendering 
company, which money., it is alleged, 
had been given him by the company 
to secure the city contract for garb- 
age disposal. 


The "indictment againsf. Mr. Pfistcr 


sets forth specifically that he received 
S'H.OOU to get the council to give the 
garbage contract 
to . the 
Wisconsin 


Rendering company, and that the un- 
derstanding was explicit that in case 
he did not use it In that way the mon- 
ey was to be returned to the com- 
pany. 


Witnesses for Prosecution. 


The ' di'rect evidence agamsi. i«r. 


Pflster was given to the grand jury by 
F. C. Gross, president of the Wiscon- 
sin Rend'cring company, who as such 
pave the $14.000 to Pfister to get the 
garbage contract awarded to his com- 
pany. 


Others, whoso testimony was be- 


lieved to corroborate that of Gross, 
were Henry J. Killilea, formerly at- 
torney for the Rendering Co. and Chas. 
Frederick, formerly bookkoper for the 
company. Books of the company and 
also books from the First National 
hank were tak'en» before the grand 
jury.

Pfister Placed Under Arrest. 


Mr. Pfister has been ill in bed for 


some time, and the wan-ant, for his 
arrest was served at his bedside. 
Upon the report of the deputy sheriff 
who had been sect, out with the war- 
rant thai, the indicted man was too 
sick to leave his house, the under- 
sheriff and the cM'k of the courts 
went to the Pflstcr home to serve the 
warrant and to arrange for his bond 
without his having to ieavc the house. 


The men were admitted to the resi- 


dence by a servant and conducted to 
Mr. Pfister's room, where he was lying 
in bed, his head' propped, up with pil- 
lows. 


Prisoner Is Booked. 


It was explained that, a bond could 


be signed there, or that a cash bond 
could be put up. Before this was done

Mr. Pfister signed the bail bond 


and then signed a check for $10,000, 
the amount of his bail.

certified to by Mr. Vogel as president 
of the First National bank. The two 
officials shook hands with Mr. Pfister 
and Mr. Vogcl and accompanied thorn 
to the door. 


Makes Public Denial. 


Soon after these formalities had 


ben complied with Mr. Pfister issued 
;he following statement and denial to 
the public: 


••The charge, as I understand it, is 


that I misappropriated moneys in- 
trusted to me by the Wisconsin Ren- 
dering company. 


"The charge is absolutely false, and

"About eight years ago F. C. Gross, 


who was president of Ihe Wisconsin 
Rendering company, placed money in 
my hands, and I disbursed 
it, years 


ago according t.o his directions. 


"More than two years since the bal-

No dissatisfaction was ever ex- 
pressed to me by any one, and this in 
dictmcnt is the first intimation I ever 
received from any person that any- 
thing remained unsettled, or that any 
c.'aim whatever existed or was sup- 
posed to exist against me."

A STRIKE IMPENDS 


Passing of the Dividend by Pittsburg 


Consolidated and Statement of Di- 


rectors Forebodes Trouble. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 5'.—Coal op- 


erators and" miners' leaders read be- 
tween the lines of the statement by 
the directors of.the Pittsburg Consoli- 
dated Coal company, explaining why .a. 
dividend lias been skipped, a declara- 
tion of war for the joint conference at 
Indianapolis in January of the opera- 
tors and minors of Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and the Pitcsburg f.eld, when an 
agreement is to be.made, for tho year 
beginning April 1, 1006. The directors 
say that the business of the big com- 
pany suffered "on account of unprec- 
edented competition in the bitumin- 
ous trade in which your officers had 
to meet very low prices made by 
competitors andi in adjoining fields in 
order to retain business. 


"The competitors employ non-union 


labor and1 at. a lower scale of wages 
than Is paid to the union labor em- 
ployed., by the 
Pittsburg company, 


whose payroll is equal to that of all 
the mines in Indiana. For years the 
Plttsburg and some of the Ohio oper- 
ators have been insisting that the 
United 
Mineworkers 
should 
bring 


West Virginia, and the other non-union 
mines in Pennsylvania, producing bi- 
tuminous coal, up to the standard of 
wages ir. the interstate agreement lor 
ritory. The United Mincworkers have 
had organizers in tbc West Virginia 
field for years, but almost without ef- 
fect. 
• 


The development of the West Vir- 


ginia field is rapidly increasing the 
oiiput, until soon it will overwhelm 
the western and northwestern mar- 
kets, which-have been held- in sections 
by the operators who were parties- to 
the interstate agreement. There is no 
doubt now thai. President Frank Rob- 
bins of the Pifsburg company will dei 
liver an ultimatum at Indianapolis to 
the effect that he must, have a mining 
price or. something like even terms 
with tho West. Virginia operators or a 
guaranty that the West Virginia op 
orators be forced to pay the union 
scale, else he will, no longer be a part? 
to the agreement with the United 
Minewonifirs.

When 


troops wero being shipped to the front 
during, the war with Turkey bo was 
temporarily in charge of the station. 
Seeing that orders from headquarters 
me'ant fatal results, he disobeyed them 
aud substituted a system that he had 
thought out for himself. 
Older men 


stood aghast, for they thought that the 
insubordination meant exile to Siberia. 
But the move succeeded, and instead 
It brought about tho rapid promotion 
of the daring young rebel against the 
Inefficient bureaucracy, lu u few years 
De Witte was minister of railways, 
where he organized the roads as they 
had not been organixod before and' 
built thousands of miles of new lines. 
At a later stage, by tlie way, thoTraus- 
siberian 
railroad 
came 
into being 


through his powerful advocacy. 
Be- 


ing promoted to finance minister, ho 
Instituted such vigorous reforms that 
he was soon placed at the huad of the 
cabinet. 
Here he ruled with au au- 


dacity and u genius that had not been 
seen in Russia fur years. 


In manner this greatest of Russian 


statesmen is gruff almost to harshness. 
But he is frank and honest and so de- 
voted to Russia that much is forgiven 
him. 
He is a large num. tall aad mus- 


cular, with a lino, high forehead and 
a strong face. While a master1 of dip- 
lomatic Intrigue, he frequently loses 
his temper, aud his wrath 
explodes 


with a force to make weaker men 
quail before him.

the diplomatic game.

Japanese cabinet, and the fact that 
he was chosen as the plenipotentiary 
of his country to arrange the terms ot 
peace shows the importance that his 
country places ou these negotiations.

acetanilid, preparations of cocaine, digi- 
talis and its preparations, 
mercuric 


iodide, mercuric sttlphocyanide, solu- 
ble salts of oxalic acid, strophan thus and 
its preparations and sulphor.al. 


The effects of this action will be that 


the d;ugs named, when sold, must bo 
labeled with, the word "Poison," and 
the name and address of the seller; 
that in the case of liquids, they must 
be sold only in bottle* readily distin- 
guishable by touch from ordinary medi- 
cine bottles; that they must be sold by 
registered chemists and druggists only. 
In the case of cocaine and its salts and 
picritoxin, it will be necessary, in ad- 
dition to the observance of the precau- 
tions stated, that the purchaser be per- 
sonally known or introduced to 
the' 


seller, and that his name bo'signed in 
the chemist's poison register. 


Consul Swalm says that acetanilid, 


digitalis and sulphonal, in addition to 
cocaine, are drugs which particularly 
lend themselves to abuse by the public, 
and the facility with which it has been 
possible to buy them in the past has been 
by no means beneficial.
